Sinclair posts 
property bond; 
suspended from 
Boy Scouts 



A judge Thursday arraigned 
Ketchikan Boy Scout leader 
Duane Sinclair in a sexual abuse 
case involving a LO-year-oid boy. 

Sinclair, 45, was to be released 
on $5Q,QQQ bail using a property 
bond as collateral. His release was 
pending notarization of the bond 
Thursday afternoon. 

He did not enter a plea 
Thursday before Judge George 
Gucker. A preliminary hearing 
has been set for 3 p.m. March 29. 

Sinclair, who has been active in 
Ketchikan' s Boy Scout program 
for many years, has been accused 
of engaging in sexual penetration 
and sexual contact with the boy, 
according to a criminal complaint 
tiled by police in Ketchikan 
Superior Court. 

Police arrested and charged him 
Wednesday with two counts of 
sexual abuse of a minor. 

Three people claim to have 
witnessed the acts in Sinclair's 
truck in the 300 block of Water 
Street on the evening of March 3, 
court records -show. 

The 10-year-old was a member 
of the Boy Scout organization, said 
District Attorney Mark Ells. 



Sinclair was scoutmaster for 
Troop No. 14, said John Rooney, 
council executive for the 
Southeast Alaska Area Council in 
Juneau. Rooney came to Ketchi- 
kan Thursday in connection with 
the case and said Sinclair' s 
registration with the Boy Scouts 
has been suspended. 

"We understand that criminal 
charges have been brought against 
him and the matter is in the- 
hands of the authorities," Rooney 
said Thursday. ' ' Under the 
circumstances, any comment on 
the case by the council at this 
time would be inappropriate/' 

If convicted, Sinclair would face 
a maximum sentence of 30 years * 
in jail and up to a 575,000* fine for 
the first-degree sexual abuse 
charge. The second count, sec- 
ond-degree sexual abuse, carries a 
maximum sentence of 10 years in 
jail and up to a $50,000 fine. 

This is the second time Sinclair 
has been charged in a case related 
to sexual abuse of minor. He was 
tried in Ketchikan in 1982 on- an * 
abuse charge and found innocent 
in a jury trial. 1 ^ * *'--*' ? "~
